THE CHURCH OF 
GOD

It has been said the Church of God 
is a great organization, and indeed 
this is true, but the Church of God 
is more than an organization. The 
Church of God is an organism of di- 
vine origin and designation, which 
had its origin and divine appoint- 
ment in the will and mind of God 
for a specific place and purpose. It is 
most generally conceded that Israel, 
which has long been scattered among 
the nations, is returning to her own 
land and will again be restored and 
become the head of the nations, and 
that Israel is designed of God to be 
the head of the nations. As to an in- 
ternational aspect it is indeed best 
sustained by the Scriptures them- 
selves, 


But the Church of God is itself of 
a higher calling and designation than 
Israel, for while Israel was chosen 
of God to be the head of the nations, 
indeed the Church of God is that di- 
vine appointed institution of God, by 
which He has chosen to evangelize 
the nations, and when that evangeli- 
zation has been fulfilled she will then 
reign with Christ over all peoples. 
While Israel’s calling is to an earthly 
head of a redeemed and restored peo- 
ple, the Church has been called to 
not alone reign with Christ, her Di- 
vine Head, over such people, but she 
has been called of God to the “pull- 
ing down of the strongholds of 
Satan.” 

When Christ conquered “powers 
and principalities’’ He at once impart- 
ed power and authority to the Church 
to deal with satanic powers by bring- 
ing them into subjection of the Holy 
Spirit. And the Holy Spirit, through 
the Church, in intercession has an 
important place to fulfill in helping 
to bring about the restoration of Is- 
rael, ‘ 

But it will be seen that when Christ 
returns to earth again after the rap- 
ture of the Church, that the Church 
will return with Him as is pictured 
in Revelation 19:7-16. And if this is 
after the tribulation, or at the end of 
it, as is most generally believed, when 
Christ gives the smiting blow to the 
beast and false prophet, at which time 
He breaks to shivers the governments 
of this earth, and declares the order 
and rule of God, we may well see the 
Church by His side partaking in the 
setting up of that government and 
casting down of the evil powers that 
remain, which is only done in part 
when evil spirits and demons are cast 
out of physical beings today. When 
such are cast out of physical beings, 
they are cast out into the earth, and 
tney may again enter some other 
being, but whether they do or not, 
they are to be cast down and bound 
at the opening of the millenium when 
Christ sets up His kingdom, in which 
fhe saints shall rule a _ thousand 
years. 

And it is with this view in pros- 
pect that God has invited the Church 
to tarry until “ye be endued with 
power from on high.” While this en- 
duement was for the proper evangeli- 
zation of the world, it will certainly 
be needed at the rapture and recur- 
rence of the Church after the rapture. 
The hosts of hell are more enraged 
at the thoughts of the rapture of the 
Chureh of God into the  heavenlies 
where Satan will be finally spoiled, 
than at all else we could mention.

“For the great day of His wrath is 
come; and who shall be able to 
stand?” Rev. 6:17. Let us read the 
last clause this way, ‘and who shall 
be able to escape?” 

“How shall we esacpe if we neg- 
lect so great salvation?” Heb. 2:3. 

In the face of these two great vi- 
tal questions, we must consider the 
evil of the day and what provisions 
God has made for an escape. The 
Scriptures give us to understand 
that in the last days perilous times 
shall come upon the earth, the love 
of many shall wax cold, seducers 
shall arise, deceiving and being de- 
ceived, and that all these things 
shall be the sign of the coming of the 
Son of man, which shall usher in the 
great day of God’s wrath. 

God: has not left the people help- 
less and without escape, but has 
provided the way whereby all may 
have deliverance if they will. Some- 
times one dispensation overlaps the 
other somewhat, and it seems to be 
true in this case. God’s judgments 
are being meted out even now to 
some extent, but they are mixed with 
mercy. The Lord tells us, His hand 
is stretched out still, but in the final 
day of Hie wrath, which shall dawn 
on the world immediately after the 
coming of Jesus for His Bride, the 
wine of the wrath of God shall be 
poured out without mixture, into the 
cup of His indignation. Rev. 14:10. 

While God is, by His judgments, 
trying to melt the stony hearts of 
the people and turn them unto Christ 
that they might escape the horrors 
of a lost eternity, at the close of the 
dispensation of grace when the whole 
world is plunged into the day of 
wrath, they shall taste of the severi- 
ty of God. Now only His goodness, 
His mercy and longsuffering is mani- 
fest to the world, but in that day His 
severity as a judge shall be revealed 
when He pours His wrath upon those 
who have scorned the Christ. 

God in His love for the world, 
which prompted Him to give His 
only begotten Son to redeem it from 
the curse of sin, has provided a per- 
fect salvation which if not neglect- 
ed, shall equip ali with an armor 
against the evil day.

They be- 
come discouraged and feel as though 
God had forsaken them. At a time 
like this we should be earnestly en- 
gaged in prayer that we might 
know just why the burden it placed 
upen us. I have known many people 
that God’s Spirit kept burdening their 
hearts that they might pray through 
to victory for other souls and at the 
time of their burden, they became 
discouraged and felt that they had 
transgressed the lawa of God.

My advice is, we should do as Jesus 
sa:d. He gave instruction, that after 

2 “ech could not make a man do 
right he was to be as an heathen or 
publican. Would you visit a heathen 
Place of worship and take a part in 
their chants, dances, fire running, cut- 
ting and torturing themselves in 
many different ways? No sir, you 
woud not. Why? just because your 
pride and good judgment will not let 
you. Well we have something more 
than pride and good judgment to re- 
strain us from taking up with the 
would-be minister in his opposition to 
the Church of God that turned him 
out. What is it? It is the words of Je- 
sus. Let him be unto thee as an heath- 
en and a publican.” 

Paul tells us about two preachers, 
Hymenaeus and Alexander whom He 
delivered over to Satan. The charge 
against them was blasphemy, they 
hed been preaching false doctrine. I 
shouldn’t wonder if they tried to 
start a work of their own. The con- 
text shows that they were stubborn 
and long-headed enough to do it. This 
is what has impelled many others 
who have been disfellowshipped. Paul 
did not expel them from the ministry 
to start a new work, but he turned 
them over to Satan as he did the man 
in 1 Cor. 5. 

I have known of many occasions 
that the church tried to bring about 
reconciliation between certain minis- 
ters and the church but failed. Later 
they were turned over to Satan for 
the destruction of the flesh, but they 
called together their sympathizers 
and soon had them a following, thus 
God was hindered and defied when 
His rules of order were that Satan 
should tousle him for a while. 

One certain minister (not of this 
city however) was brought to taw 
about his conduct with the opposite 
sex. Soon he had to be disfellowship- 
ped. He put on a brazen face and soon 
had a following. But here is the 
strange part of the affair: Our own 
members, those wuose names are car- 
ried on Chureh of God records will 
ins st on fellowshipping such, right in 
the face of the plain Word of God 
which says, With such an one no not 
to eat, not te keep company, deliver 
such an one unto satan for the de- 
struction of the flesh, let him be unto 
thee as an heathen and a publican 
Brethren you may do as you please 
about going to their meetings. I am 
not to bid them God speed, against 
the Word of God. E would just as 
soon disobey God’s orders in one 
thing as another. Some folks would 
not use tobacco or snuff, but they in- 
sist on keeping company and eating 
w th those that do. 

God has not said that we should 
treat the “snuff dipper’ as a heath- 
en, but He uas shown that the self- | 
willed, stubborn man, (him that has} 
proved to be such by refusing to be- 
come reconciled to the Chureh of 
God) should be treated as such. 

B.asphemy 

I stated above that the charge Paul 
had against two hard-headed preach: 
ers was blasphemy. In what way did 
they blaspheme? They changed the 
Word of God by saying that certain 
plain statements were something else. 
They preached that the resurrection 
had already taken place. I am sure 
that they had to say also that Satan 
was bound, because the plain state- 
ment of Scripture shows that Satan 
is to be bound after the first resur- 
rection. Paul classed such _ preach- 
ing as blasphemy. Yet some folks will 
insist on going to hear such preaeh- 
ers bring forth their blasphemous 
words when Paul himself, taught that 
they are to be turned over to Satan. 

Paul in speaking of ministers: said |, 
“Them that sin rebuke before @ilt,' 
that others also may fear.” That is} 
the way the Church of God does. She} 
rebukes before all, but it is oftem the 
case that certain members will not 
let the rebuke have its effect but they 
run after the would-be preacher, take 
a part in his services, hug him up as 
inough he had done nothing wrong. 
They also try to tear dewn the real 














Church of God that stood so firmly 
for truth and right. In what way do 
they tear down? They try to entice 
her members to take up with the 
thing that Paul branded as _ bilas- 
phemy. They are ignoring the Word 
of God in that they will not let Satan 
take him for the destruction of the 
flesh. The Church government, also 
Satan, is God’s scourge to be used in 
tlaying crooked preachers, but some 
fo.ks grab them up like some ignor- 
ant parents do their children. 

I saw a certain mother try her best 
to conquer her children and make 
them do right. She wanted them to 
grow up and be good men and women.

he appeareth for he is like a refiners 
fire and fuller’s soap. Mal. 3:2. Mala- 
chi was speaking to the Jews con- 
cerning the coming of the Messiah, 
who should be to them as a refin- 
er’s fire and fuller’s soap. The Jews, 
tho they professed to be children of 
God, were a stiff-necked,  self-right- 
eous people who made clean the out- 
side of the cup and the platter, but 
within they were full of extortion and 
excess (of self righteous works). They 
loved to do things to be seen of men, 
they made long prayers, gave much 
alms and paid their tithes, but they 
neglected the weightier matters of 
the law, judgment, mercy and faith 
Matt. 23. When Jesus came He made 
Plain to them the will of God, that 
they must first cleanse that which 
was within the cup and platter that 
the outside might be clean also. V.- 
26. This , because of their pride and 
self righteousness they refused to 
do, and perished, for Jesus said, “Ex- 
cept ye repent ye shall all likewise 
perish.” 

John 6:60 tells of many who ceas- 
ed from following the Christ when 
He told them unless they ate of His 
flesh and drank of His blood they had 
no life in tnem. A refiner’s fire—He 
shall try His people as by fire, that 
their faith might be found unto 
Praise and honor at His appearing. 
1 Peter 1:7. Gold and silver are tri- 
ed by fire that all the dross might 
be consumed, leaving nothing but 
the pure metal. Jesus, in like man- 
ner, tries His people that nothing 
foreign to Him may remain at His 
appearing. As fuller’s soap—Fuller’s 
soap, we are told, is a strong bleach. 
This is a type of the blood of Jesus 
which makes the heart, that is black 
with sin, whiter than snow. Thus 
He purifies unto Himself a people 
without spot or wrinkle or any such 
thing. Eph. 5:27. 

Tho this (Mal. 3:2) was referring 
to the first coming of Jesus to the 
earth, many other Scriptures could 
be used to prove that it is also a 
good type of His second coming 
when only those having clean hands 
and pure hearts shall be able to 
stand at His appearing. In the day 
when the prophecy was uttered, they 
that feared the Lord spoke often one 
to another, and the Lord hearkened 
and heard it, and a book of remem- 
brance was written before him for 
them that feared the Lord and that 
thought upon his name. V. 16. A 
book of remembrance is being kept 
now too, and only those having their 
Names in the Lamb’s book of life 
shall be accounted worthy of eter- 
nal life. And they shall be mine, 
saith the Lord of hosts, in that day 
when I make up my jewels, ‘and I 
will spare them as a man spareth 
his Own son that serveth him. For 
behold the day cometh that shall 
burn as an Oven; and the proud, and 
all that do wickedly shall be stubble 
and the day that cometh shall burn 
them up, saith the Lord of hosts, 
that it shall leave them neither root 
nor branch. But unto you that fear 


my name shall the Son of righteous-~ 


ness arise with healing in his wings, 
and ye shall go forth and grow up 
as calves of the stall, and ye shall 
tread down the wicked for they shall 
be ashes under ‘the soles of your 
feet, in the day that I shall do this, 
saith the Lord. (4:1-3.) 
Remembering these things “Watch 
ye therefore and pray always that 
ye may be accounted worthy to es- 
cape all these things that shall come 
to pass, and to stand before the Son 
of Man, Luke 21:36.
